The State of West Virginia is doing all it can to help you in your 
efforts to get a complete education. It is trying to place within the 
reach of every boy and girl good elementary' schools, and in order 
to give you good teachers it is making the examination more diffi¬ 
cult and teachers’ salaries higher. It is establishing high school* 
on every hand, and if there is not one in reach of your home, you 
tell your father and the other men of that neighborhood th.it part 
of the educational ladder is missing and urge them to establish a 
high school and give you a chance to climb higher. 1 he State l ni- 
versity and many other educational institutions in the State are 
begging you to come up to them and see what they have to offer 
you. 

If you show that you are in earnest in this climbing you will find 
plenty of friends to encourage you, for every sensible person takes U 
great delight in watching a courageous youth win victories. If 
you are industrious and honest these friends will not only wish 
you well but some of them will be willing to loan you money or help 
you in other ways if you should need their assistance. I must also 
remind you that you will honor and delight your parents by going 
higher in education than they were permitted to climb. 

After all, the success of this undertaking will depend in a large 
measure upon your own efforts. If you do good solid work each 
year you will thus form solid steps for your upward march. Long¬ 
fellow spoke the truth when he said, “Our todays and yesterdays are 
the blocks with which we build.”

Two years ago we undertook to publish in book form a list of the 
bovs and girls of the state, who won attendance honors. The ex¬ 
periment proved a great success. It required twenty thousand books 
to go around, the first year, and for this year the book makers are 
getting out thirty thousand copies for us. 

Possibly somebody will be disappointed when we say that we must 
change the plan and publish the honor roll in a different form. But 
the truth is the book bids fair to grow so large that there will be no 
place big enough to hold it. Saying this of course is paying a fine 
compliment to the pupils, teachers and patrons who have taken so 
much interest in the “going to school business,” but they deserve it. 

For the next year attendance certificates will be issued. The use 
of these may be varied somewhat by the different schools. We hope 
that special lists of those making a perfect attendance record for 
two, three or more years may be made up and that we may have a 
complete state list of such pupils for publication in some form. In 
any event we trust that all parties concerned will go on with the 
crusade for better attendance, for there is no single thing that counts 
-re towards the complete success of the public schools than prompt, 
punctual, persistent attendance.
